It affects 
the work of the seventh and eight grades in particular and 
others slightly. We have been watching the results during the 
year and have been convinced that it is possible under the new 
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plan to meet the needs ‘of the child better, yet there are few 
teachers trained to do the work well. 


We were unfortunate in not being able to retain Miss 
Willard for this year and also in the late change of teachers 
at the very beginning of the year in the same school. We have 
endeavored to meet the conditions as well as possible. With 
this exception no other changes have been made. The teachers 
have been aided in their work by advice given where. it was 
needed, the development of the regular text books, and the 
purchase of supplementary readers for the school libraries 
which are intended to broaden the scope and emphasize the 
work of the teacher. 


In the present world crisis we hear much of restricting the 
work in every undertaking and especially in that of the schools. 
Officials who have charge of educational matters in this coun- 
try advise us not to make the mistakes of our allies in Kurope 
and, in spite of the burdens we have to bear, to do what we can 
to maintain our schools at least at the standard of the present. 
We must secure good teachers. This will be difficult, if we have 
many places to fill, owing to the call for teachers to enter other 
occupations at larger salaries. All other running expenses of 
the schools must be larger. With a very dreary outlook before 
us we plan for the future. We can not make definite plans 
which may meet the needs even a few months in advance. We 
know that we have many problems to solve which have never 
come to us before. We must meet them when the time comes 
in such a way that the children who are to make the men and 
women of the next generation are not injured. We shall need 
your best efforts to help us in the work and patience with the 
results if they do not seem to meet the condition. 


We expect to use the schools as a means to reach the 
homes and bring to them the ealls of the state and nation for 
aid, if it is needed, and to spread the information which the 
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different departments of the government bring to our atten- 
tion. Conservation and production will both have a place in 
the work of the school. We wish to teach habits of thrift and 
make the best use of what we have. Each pupil as far as possible 
should have a garden next year. It should have in it something 
which has food value and can be kept for winter use. We hope 
that the club work under the direction of the club leaders may 
be a success this year and that those who do not qualify in the 
contests may be looked after. We expect the teachers to do more 
this year in supervising and planning the garden than in other 
years. The pupils should be stimulated to greater activity that 
they may produce a profitable remuneration for their labor and 
share in the work which the times demand. The educational 
value is large and should appeal to the parents for this reason 
alone. 


Another problem must be solved at the annual school 
meeting. The change in the school year has lengthened the 
period for which money has to be provided. The funds raised 
at the next school meeting are to be used for the schools of 
the town for the school year beginning Sept. Ist, 1918, and end- 
ing Aug. 31, 1919. If the balance is not large enough to finish 
the present school year, there should be, according to the new 
law, an appropriation to cover that time. It looks as though 
the funds could be raised on the notes of the town or school 
district and thus not make the burden come in the tax of one 
year. The report of the financial condition of the district here 
given by the school board shows the financial condition of the 
district to Feb. 1st, that you may provide for the future intel- 
hgently. The books must be kept open until Sept. Ist. 1918, 
however, and the report then made to the state will be that 
printed in the report next year. This report will contain two— 
appropriations and the expenditures from Feb. 15, 1917, to 
Sept. Ist, 1918. There will be another school meeting in the 
spring of 1919, when another appropriation can be made before 
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Sept. Ist, but it will still continue the deficiency unless some 
way is provided for funds to cover the period from the first of 
February to the first of September, providing there is not a 
balance large enough for this need. 


We wish to thank the people of Westmoreland for their 
cooperation in the work of the year. The teachers have done 
much to make the work efficient and deserve your support and 
encouragement. Both the teachers and the school board have 
given me loyal support. We hope that we have been able to 
aid them and that the schools of Westmoreland may meet the 
needs of the times and develop each year to meet new condi- 
tions and solve new problems.
